More Stringent 


Rules Adopted For 


Disease Control 


Authority to quarantine persons 
having venereal diseases has been 
given district and local health of­ 
ficers. 
New regulations adopted by the 
state board of health have been 
received by Dr. E. A. Belden, ve­ 
nereal disease control officer. 
These include for the first tim e 
specific authority of health offic­ 
ers to quarantine even those sus­ 
pected of having a venereal dis­ 
ease. The regulations provide that 
anyone released from quarantine 
but not cured shall Sign a state­ 
m ent agreeing to place 
him self 
under the medical care of a physi­ 
cian or clinic and 
rem ain 
under 
treatm ent until finally released by 
the health officer. 
Another new regulation 
states 
that all city, county or other local 
boards of health shall use every 
available means to ascertain the 
existence of, and investigate 
all 
venereal disease cases 
in 
their 
jurisdiction. 
The boards are em­ 
powered to make such examina­ 
tions of persons reasonably sus­ 
pected of having such a disease. 
The quarantine can be applied 
on any person suspected of having 
a venereal disease who fails 
to 
subm it himself to exam ination or 
treatm ent as ordered by the doc­ 
tor or local health officer.

For economy, plan to use 
the same chimney for both living 
room and bedroom fireplaces.

A uthority to q u aran tin e persons 
having venereal diseases has been 
given district and local health o f­ 
ficers. 
New regulations adopted by the 
state board of health have been 
received by Dr. E. A. B elden, v e­ 
nereal disease control officer. 
These include lor the first tim e 
specific authority of h ealth offic­ 
ers to q uarantine even those su s­ 
pected of having a ven ereal d is­ 
ease. The regulations provide th a t 
anyone released from q u ara n tin e 
but not cured shall Sign a sta te ­ 
m ent agreeing to place 
him self 
un d er the m edical care of a ph y si­ 
cian or clinic and 
rem ain 
un d er 
treatm en t until finally released by 
th e health officer. 
A nother new regulation 
states 
th a t all city, county o r o th er local 
boards of health shall use every 
available m eans to ascertain the 
existence of, and investigate 
all 
v enereal disease cases 
in 
th e ir I 
jurisdiction. 
The boards a re em - < 
pow ered to m ake such ex am in a- j 
tions of persons reasonably s u s - , 
pected of having such a disease, j 
T he q uarantine can be applied 
on any person suspected of having 
a venereal disease w ho fails 
to 
subm it him self to exam ination or 
treatm en t as ordered by th e doc­ 
tor or local health officer.
